Children and Crime. 


With regard to capital crimes, by the 


ancient Saxon law the age of twelve 
years v.-us established for the age of 
possible discretion, "when first the un- 
derstanding might open," and thence 
till tho offender was fourteen it was 
"about the ;i?e of puberty." in -which 
he might or might not be guilty of a 
crime, according to his natural capacity 
or incapacity. Under ths age of twelve 
it was held that be could not be guilty 
in will, neither after fourteen could he 
be supposed to be innocent. 


Since the time cf Edward III. the 


law appears to have been more de- 
sirous to measure the capacity of doing 
ill or contracting guilt by the delin- 
quent's understanding aud judgnient 
rather than by any specific age after 
the age of seven \vas reached. Tnder 
seven years of age sin infant cannot be 
guilty of felony, for then, as Black 
fitone says, a felonious discretion is al- 
most an impossibility in nature, but at 
eight years old he may be guilty of 
fclo'iy. 


Tr-e •••:'.ir.e author says that under 


fourteen, though an infant shall be, 
prima facie, adjudged to be doli in- 
c-apax. yet if it appear to the court ami 
jury that he was dofi capax and could 
discern between good and evil, he may 
be convicted and suffer death.—London 
Lancet.

Designer to a number of suggestions, 
among theta the following, for thc- 
jomeinaker:

wise uninteresting room. In the first 
llustration the work of the northwest- 
ern Indians is gathered together, the 
Blankets serving for coverings for the 
Joor, diran and wall, the pottery and 
jnskets adding variety in decoration. 
Even the pillow roll and the covering 
'or the small flower table have been 
contributed by small vugs made by tlie 
Navajo tribe. 
The arrangement

novel, but the effect, perhaps, not quite 
as good as it would have been if less of 
the strong, crude designs had been in- 
Toduced. 


The fashion of displaying collections 


of shell?, stones, butterflies and other 
articles on open shelves can be greatly 
.mproved upon if a corner of the rooiu 
!s devoted to a wooden cabinet with 
glass doors. The closet may be plain 
or ornntc, a satisfactory style being th<= 


flecked with feathery whipped cream, 
iu which are snugly easconcvd corn- 
starch eggs of various hues. 


First make a lemon jeljy and mold it 


in tbe shape of a nest. To do this turn 
a granite or earthen pie dish upside 
down in the bottom of a two quart 
granite basin. Turn in the liquid jelly 
and iet it stiffen. 


For the eggs, empty for fciuily use 


for a day or two without breaking the 
shells tbe yolks and whites of the eggs 
from small holes in the big ends of the 
shells and carefully save the shells for 
molds. For the mixture make a very 
thick cornstarch pudding. 
Season it 


with a little sugar, and flavor with va- 
nilla. To obtain different shade* color 
a part of the mixture brown with 
chocolate, a part yellow -with the yokes 
of eggs, and some green with spinach 
green or a vegetable preparation which 
can be bought. Turn tbe mixtures into 
the shells and stand the eggs in a pan 
of meal or flour to keep tbe open ends 
upward. 
Tut them in a cold place. 


Cut candied orange peel into straws. 
All this work can be done on Saturday. 
An hour or two before the pudding is 
wanted carefully peel tbe shells from 
the eggs. Turn the Jelly on to a round 
glass dish and remove the tin with 
care. Put the straws around the out- 
side of the indentation left by the tin. 
Fill the hollow with whipped cream 
and nestle the eggs in it. 


An attractive macedoine salad may 


be made by dicing cold boiled potatoes 
"and boiled beets and adding a few 
chopped olives, a little celery and a 
teaspoonful 
or two of onion juice. 


Dredge with French dressing. Gainish 
with lettuce cut in strips arranged 
about the edge of the dish and tiny let- 
tuce leaves, stuffed olives and feathery 
celery tops over tbe top.

As I 
crossed the garden I turned to have 
1he wind at my back and catch my 
breath. I saw the light in the house 
glowing faintly through the sleet. It 
was the light or the want of it that 
gave me the suspicion I had lost my 
way.

Dr. Seaver, director of the physical 


laboratory at Yale, tabulated the rec- 
ord of th* students entering that uiu- 
versJty during nine years, when all the 
young men were examined and meas- 
ured. The smokers averaged fifteen 
months older than the nonsmokers. 
They were also shorter iu stature. 


Nicotine interferes with growth, and 


its effect in that regard is very meas- 
urable. At Yale during the four years' 
course the nouusers of tobacco, al- 
though taller when they enter, gain 24 
per cent more in height and 20.7 per 
cent more in girth of chest than do tbe 
habitual users. Dr. Hitchcock of Arn- 
herst college found even greater differ- 
ences. The difference In the lung ca- 
pacity is very striking in the two classe* 
and has been noticed by all observers. 
It shows the effect of tobacco on the 
respiration, nicotine being a potent de- 
pressor. 


As regards the effect of nicotine on 


the mental processes It is more difficult 
to interpret the meaning of statistics. 
Out of the highest scholarship men at 
Yale only 5 per cent use tobacco, while 
of the men who do not get appoint- 
ments CO per cent use it 
It is not nec- 


essary to interpret this as meaning 
that mental decrepitude fo^ows tho 
use of tobacco by young men, tot there 
are other factors to be considered, but 
it is certainly not conducive to the best 
work.

A writer in the Philadelphia Press 


recently gave some good advice regard- 
lug the hygiene of housekeeping. In 
regard to the cellar he said: 


"Every cellar should be well ventilat- 


ed by windows, perfectly dry, and the 
floor should be cemented, as this is 
much better and healthier than ordi- 
nary earth or even bricks. The walls 
must be kept clean. They should be 
whitewashed from time to time. Be 
very sure before this Is attempted that 
they are thoroughly clean and that the 
accumulation of coal dust is brushed 
away." 


The importance of cleanliness in the 


kitchen was emphasized. Concerning 
living and bedrooms he had this to say • 


"It is well to remember that it is a 


bad thing to scatter dust with a duster. 
Pictures and ornaments must be wiped 
clean with a damp cloth. There is a 
good deal to be said about the chil- 
dren's nursery. It should of course be 
sunny and bright and well ventilated. 
Do not allow gas burning in the chil- 
dren's sleeping ro«ni after they retire. 
I think it is better if it can be done to 
allow each child to have a separate 
bed. 
Mattresses and pillows should 


each day be well exposed to the sun 
and air, and If there is any odor about 
pillows they should be opened and the 
feathers steamed." 


To DUI«(ect In Blckne». 


Dr. Ell Grimes of the state board of 


health of Iowa directs: 


"Everything that goes out of a sick- 


room should be disinfected before It 
goes. This applies to the doctor and 
nurse aa well as the soiled linen. Kill 
the flies. Before disinfecting make the 
room as nearly airtight as possible. 
Don't attempt to disinfect books. Bum 
them. Don't trust sulphur gas or for- 
maldehyde gas to penetrate heavy fab- 
rics. Every carpet, rug and bedquilt 
should be sprinkled with a 4 per cent 
formaldehyde solution and tightly 
packed away for twenty-four hours. 
They will then be disinfected. Treat 
wearing apparel tbe same way. Sprin- 
kle the walla, floors and suspended 
sheets with 40 per cent formaldehyde, 
using one-half pound for" every thou- 
sand cubic feet of room space. Closo 
the door for a day, and U Is disinfected. 
Formaldehyde is better than uulphur. 
Disinfection should IMJ done thoroughly 
«r it is useless. Disinfection |« to aaro 
Ufa."

HOTBED ITEMS. 


G!nn» Sasli unii Cheap Cloth Cover* 


For Cold Frames. 


In answer to inquiries on the subject 


of hotbeds a Rural Xew Yorker writer 
gives information as follows, including 
the way to make cheap frames cov- 
ered with cloth: 


The glass sash will cost upward of $2 


apie>ce at prejsent hi^h prices, but other 
devices will answer for the cold frames. 
Decide just how many sash you can 
use to advantage, then make the hotbed 
to fit the number of sash yoi> can af- 
ford. They will perhaps be 3 feet 2 
inches in width by 5 feet 6 inches in 
length. This is a convenient size, but 
you can cot nearly any desired size. 
Make a ued to fit tne number of sash, 
and the cheapest v ay is to make the 
sides of inch lumber a foot wide and 
ends of same. Cut four 2 by 4 corner 
posts twelve inches in length, and nail 


de and end boards firmly to the posts. 


Cut 1 by 3 inch strips as long as the 
bed is wide, and let them into the side 
boards even with the top. You will re- 
quiro one less than the number of sash 
—i. e., if you luue four sash, you 
will require but three of these sash sup- 
ports. They must be placed crosswise 
of the bed, even witn the top of the side 
boards, at such distance apart that the 
cellos of two sash vrill rest upon one 
support. They are simply rafters upon 
which the sash must lap and rest edp.- 
to edge. Nail a strip of the same mate- 
rial ou the outer sid- of each end of the 
bed extending one inch above end 
boards, also a strip along one side in 
same manner. The«-o will hold the sash 
firmly in place and prevent slipping or 
blowing off. This is about the cheapest 
style of hotbed and will answer every 
ordinary purpose fu'rly well. 


The cold frames can be made in the 


same way and m:>y be covered far 
cheaper than with glass. For tticse 
covers take 1 by ~ inch Strips as long 
us the bed is wide. Cut the end strips 
just three feet, wide and halve the cor- 
nr>rs of the frame together and fasten 
with screws or wire lath nails and 
clinch them. Cut a center brace to lit 
inside measure of fiame crosswise and 
toonail it in. Cover the frames with 
medium or heavy weight sheeting or 
lu'tte-r known as muslin in your local 
Jty. Stretch tightly nud tack closelj 
nlong the outer edges of the frame (not 
on top). Faint over witto three or four 
coats of the following mixture: Two 
thoroughly beaten eggs to one pint of 
raw linseed oil. Keep this well stirred 
when painting nnd nllow one cont to 
dry before applying another. These 
Mil make thoroughly reliable cold 
frame covers and will also a»swer nice- 
ly in ordinary work for hotVeds.

Colorado farmers are not to enjoy a 


monopoly lu the business of fattening 
sbetp for tbe market Tlie industry 
has spread 10 Kansaa, where the farm- 
ers are bettering the instruction devel- 
oped in the Cache la Poudre valley and 
at the State Agricultural college in 
Fort Collins- 


'•The fali of 1903," says one authori- 


ty In the Drover's Telegram, a Kansas 
City publu-a'iou, "will see Kansas farm- 
ers and stock feeders handling more 
fiheep than for many a year." For two 
years sheep men have been favored 
with sensational priit^s for muttons. 
Last year the drought and consequent 
small supply of sheep ou feed caused 
high prices, bur. this year the remarka- 
ble demand for mutton is causing tbe 
good values. 
"I should not be sur- 


prised," says the Telegram writer, "if 
the bulk of sheep fed in Kansas in tbe 
winter net their handlers 100 per cent 
profit on the investment. When it ii 
considered that the sheep are out only 
four months at tbe longest, this figures 
at the rate of 400 per cent per annum. 
Why, 
if we could keep sheep in the 


lots all the year around, we Kansas 
farmers who are handling woolskins 
would soon be classed among the mil- 
lionaires of the land." 


It is anticipated that next fall will 


witness an exceptionally heavy demand 
for feeding sheep all over Kansas. The 
big operators who handle 10,000 to 20,- 
000 head will be out for supplies as 
iwell as smaller farmers. A poor corn 
crop might result in this prediction be- 
ing unfulfilled, but with a moderate 
yield of corn we will see Kansas forg- 
ing to the front as a sheep feeding 
state. At the rate muttons are selling 
at present there is far more money in 
feeding sheep than in handling hogs, 
counting the loss by cholera oftentimes 
occasioned in the latter. From present 
indications there will be about twice 
as many sheep fed in Kansas next fall 
as were put in the lots the past season. 
This is an item of importance to Ari- 
zona, Texas, New Mexico and southern 
Colorado, the pastures which furnish 
the bulk of the sheep for feeding. The 
better demand for mutton is based on 
two factors- The first is the high price 
of beef, and the second is the better 
quality of mutton as the result of farm 
feeding upon alfalfa and grains.—Den- 
ver News. 


Permanent Pasture For Sheep. 


The value of a permanent pasture for 


sheep, says American Agriculturist, 
has frequently been overestimated. 
While it is undoubtedly true that a 
pasture of this kind will support more 
sheep than n temporary field of grass, 
it is also true that sheep should be 
utilized largely in cleaning up stubblo 
fields, eating rape sowu in oats in the 
spring and running in cornfields after 
the husking. By this means fertility is 
much more evenly and profitably dis- 
tributed than if the sheep were kept 
in one field all the time.

If we hare been so fortunate as to 


have many more lambs than ewes and 
some are not supplied with milk, we 
aid the ewe by feeding the Iambs cow's 
milk, good Jersey milk, so as to push 
them right along and get them on the 
market as early as possible. 


I have used for the past few years 


what I call a lauib feeder, says R. E. 
Itoberts of Wisconsin. It is a tin pail 
with a tight fitting cover that will hold 
one gallon of milk. On one side are 
three spouts soldered on near the bot- 
tom of the pail and extending outward 
as high as the top of the pail, made so 
that the rubber nipples can be put on. 
By feeding lambs a few times from a 
bottle, which is more convenient to 
teach them at first, they quickly learn 
to be on hand for their milk when they 
soe you coming with the pail.

| them all they will take of this Jersey 
mJJk every morning and evening. By 
feeding in this way they get no set- 
back, hut grow equal to the best ones. 


Clover Hay For Yoiind: Stock. 


The grains are deficient in lime and 


mineral water, while clover is rich in 
those materials. Corn contains 10 per 
cent of water and clover hay 15 per 
cent. Of the dry matter corn has but 
li/> per cent of ash (lime, magnesia, 
potash, soda, etc.), while clover has 6 
per cent. Clover hay contains over 12 
per cent of protein and corn lOVi. Corn 
is rich in starch and fat, however, con- 
taining twice as much as clover. Clo- 
ver hay has more crude fiber than the 
grain; hence is less valuable in that di- 
rection. While many farmers have al- 
ways made clover hay a specialty in 
feeding adults, yet it is more valuable 
for young stock than may be supposed.

Since the railroad baa penetrated the 


far west it has had to contend against 
the traiu robber, and the struggle be- 
tween the bandits and the roads baa 
been long and picturesque and one In 
which many llres hare been sacrificed, 
and in that struggle, which is by no 
means ended, the express messenger 
has played an important part. The 
railroads have wisely adopted the pol- 
icy in late years of concealing from 
the public the amount of their losses 
through robbery, as it was discovered 
that such information excited the cu- 
pidity of criminals and was soon fol- 
lowed by another robbery. 


On June 7, 1890, a Northern Pacific 


train was held up at Salem, N. D., by 
four masked men.

Finding the express 
car deserted and failing to discover the 
messenger, the bandits left it and turn- 
ed their attention to the mail car. No 
wiser course could have been followed 
by the messenger solicitous for the safe- 
ty of 'the money in his charge. 


Two robberies that resulted in the 


death of the men in charge of the ex- 
press cars were that of a New York 
Central, train near Rochester Feb. 23, 
1802, by a lone highwayman, wlio 
broke into the car unaided, grabbed 
what plunder he could reach, then 
killed the messenger, and that at Lone- 
ly Hammock, Fla., on May 21. when 
four men held up a Jacksonville, Tam- 
pa .and Key West train, murdered the 
messenger, wounded bis assistant and 
plundered the car. 
The resourceful' 


ness of the messenger on a St. Paul. 
Minneapolis and Omaha train which 
was robbed near Kesota Junction, 
Minn., on July 1'. 1892, saved his com- 
pany a large amount. Before the rob- 
bers broke into his car he gave the 
most valuable of the money packages 
to a friend who was riding with him 
and asked him to sit on them. 


On May 17. 1871, the express car run- 


ning between Cincinnati and Pittsburg 
was robbed of $70,000. When the train 
arrived at Columbus. O.P the messenger, 
George Bradley, was found on the 
couch in bis car with a chloroform sat- 
urated sponge on his breast. After he 
had been revived be said that upon 
leaving Cincinnati he bad arranged 
his packages and gone to sleep as usu- 
al. He declared that he knew nothing 
of the robbery and was not aware that 
he had been chloroformed. His story 
was apparently sincere, and the fact

thnt he had been pulled from the car 
unconscious seemed to prove his sin- 
cerity. 


But the suspicious detective sent to 


investigate first consulted physicians to 
ascertain the effect of chloroform on a 
sleeping: man. It was the opinion of 
the doctors thnt the first effect would 
be to wake the sleeper, and, as the mes- 
senger was clear on the point that he 
bad not been conscious of the adminis- 
tration of the drug, the officer shad- 
owed him. Working on another tack, 
it was found that the suspect had a 
brother, Theodore, who had once been 
n messenger, but who was at the time 
of the robbery out of work. 
This 


brother, it was learned, had been In 
Columbus on May 17. From that place 
lie was followed to Chicago, where he 
•wai aecretly married to a girl named 
Nellie Rowland, wfeo later became 
•widely known as a variety actress. 
The two, accompanied by a brother of 
the girl, begnn to spend money very 
freely -In celehrntl««r the nuptials. On 
the following d«y It was learned thnt 
Bradley bnd purcbaaed three ticket* 
to * town to Caaada.

Forced to a confession, Theodore 


Bradley attempted to shoulder the en- 
tire responsibility for the robbery, but 
he finally broke down and told of Ins 
brother's complicity In the crime, ex- 
plaining that the UK"Ssen<j<-r's slnjrt* of 
the plunder was buried at Columbus. 


While the detectives in their wide 


experience are perfectly justified in 
taking- a somewhat cynical and skep- 
tical view of the piobiry of messengers. 
It happens now and then that thc-y are 
entirely mistaken in their suspicion-!. 
A case like that of Ben Shipley arises 
at intervals to illustrate the fallibility 
of trained thief hunters. Shipley was 
a messenger on the Atchlsou and Ne-

braska railway early in,the seventies, 
with a run from Atchison, Kan., to 
Lincoln, Neb. On his arrival at Lin- 
coln one day it was found that $1,200 
was missing from the safe. In the 
Atchison office the records were per- 
fectly straight, there was no suspicion 
of the Lincoln officials, and the de- 
tectives soon settled upon the messen- 
ger as the thief. 
Shipley was dis- 


charged from the service, and a "shad- 
ow" was placed on his trail. He tried 
to find employment, but the doors of 
every office were closed against him. 
At last he became a common laborer in 
a railway grading gang. 


At the end of four years a second rob- 


bery occurred on Shipley's old run, in 
exactly the same way that the first 
had. A dragnet was put ont this time 
by the officials and detectives, and in It 
was caught the company's agent at 
Falls City, Neb. 
When he was ar- 


raigned for the second robbery, he con- 
fessed to having committed the first. 


Old Dick Ivers was one of the first 


express messengers to run on the Mis- 
souri Pacific road after it began to be 
extended west of St. Louis. He had 
been a river expressman, running from 
St. Louis down to New Orleans, ami 
no one would have said that he couldn't 
take care of himself and any amount 
of treasure placed in his care. But he 
did fail. His car was entered and rob- 
bed just after leaving Pleasant Hill, 
Mo., while he was peacefully sleeping. 


Now, 
the idea that Ivers could sleep 


through the robbery of his car seemed 
altogether preposterous to the express 
officials, and they sent out a detective 
from St. Louis to take him in charge, 
pending investigation. But that pro- 
gramme did not please Ivers, for he 
was as anxious as the company to find 
the clover robbers. He suspected that 
two men from Pleasant Hill were the 
thieves, and when the St. Louis detec- 
tive arrived to take him in charge he 
reversed the order, taking the detective 
into camp and dragging him off to in- 
vestigate the men whom Ivers suspect- 
ed. After a chase of two weeks and 
more, meanwhile eluding and defying 
the officers sent out by the railroad offi- 
cials, the old messenger found the men 
he hunted, forced a confession from 
them and handed them over to the law 
for punishment. 


And then old Dick Ivers went back 


to surrender to the company detectives. 
In what manner he was rewarded for 
his extraordinary zeal is not recorded, 
but it is certain that he did not lose his 
job. 


It was the custom of express compa- 


nies for a long time when making de- 
liveries of money packages in a city 
to send a single man on foot to do the 
work. This afforded a splendid oppor- 
tunity for the clever robber. Early in 
tln> sixties in St. Louis a man named 
Miller was employed by n company to 
deliver in the city. One day a package 
arrived addressed to a supposititious 
liwyer in an office near the company's 
building. Miller was given this and a 
number of other packages to carry to 
thoir destinations. The "lawyer" had 
taken nn office on the top floor of a 
very old building thnt held few ten- 
ants, and ns Messenger Miller en- 
tered to dollvor the package the door 
was slammed find locked, the messen- 
ger was knocked down and bound, and 
his package* were opened. The haul 
for the clever crooks was n ffood one, 
an thnt office wns the first to be visited 
on Miller'• round. Since then two raw 
fear* been assigned to delivery rent**.

The recent death of William Ellis of 


Niagara Falls recalls one of the most 
daring deeds in the aniu:ls of the 
mighty cataract. 
In 184S Ellis saved 


four men from a terrible death. 
It 


•was at the time when the first bridge 
was being: thrown across the Niagara 
on the side of the lov.-er steel arch, 
where the famous railway suspension 
bridge stood for ninny years. Connec- 
tion had 
l*?en made betv.'een 
the 


mighty cliffs, mid the engineers and the 
workmen under them had drawn over 
cables, on winch they had erected 
crude platforms. 


There Avero two of these, and one 


afternoon when several men were far 
out on tliese platforms working on 
the structure a terrible tornado swept 
down the gorge. 


The men near the cliffs hastened to 


shore, but far out toward tlie ceutei 
the wind had swung one of the plat- 
forms across the other. 
Some por- 


tions were torn away, and beyond the 
open spaces hunt; four men, swinging 
back and forth 130 feet above the riv- 
er, expecting every minute that they 
would be torn from their hold and 
drop to death on the rocks far below 
or fall victims of the mighty flood that 
at this point pours into the whirlpool 
rapids at almost fifty miles an hour. 


Judg% T. G. Hulett, Niagara's grand 


old man, was one of the engineers. He 
realized that if the men out on the ca- 
bles were to be saved the rescue must 
be speedy. He called for some man to 
volunteer to go out In the old iron bas- 
ket, now in the possession ot the Buf- 
falo Historical society, to try to res- 
cue the men.

But it is preposterous that specialists 


in milk production and specialists in 
beef production after taking the cow 
and breeding her for u single purpose 
to the point where she has no other 
value at all should affirm that the 
great mass of farmers between these 
two extremes have no auiuiul that can 
perform the natural functions of a cow 
in producing milk and meat and that 
this great mass of people must accept 
one of these two extremes as the typo 
to be kept on their farms. It is a nar- 
row view. The world is largo. The 
dairymen, comprising possibly 3 or 4 
per cent of the farmers, need their 
highly specialized milk producing ma- 
chine. The specialists in cattle feeding 
need their type of animal. A huge 
number of men between these ex- 
tremes need a few cows on the farm 
that will pay their way in milk and 
butter while producing calves for graz- 
ing and feeding, thus checking the 
tendency to plow too much and to sell 
everything off the farm.—Alva Agee in 
National Stockman.

Australia became the lead- 
Bf In wool production not on account of 
the superior quality of the wool, but 
her superior method of marketing. The 
man who can establish a uniform 
method of preparing wool for market 
and u system of direct marketing from 
producer to manufacturer will deserve 
rank among the great captains of in- 
dustry.—Ohio Farmer.
